Whiin forces of libwalion ea lentil Girecc Uicy found that the 
ri'tifaliiig GL-miaus had deslioycd virtually all Uh- railways, roa.Is. 

IjH-ilitics. communications, and merchant marine. ■ More tiian a 
iiioii~iiii(I villages hail been burned. Eighty-five percent of .tile 
cliildren were tubercular. Livestock, poultry, and draft animals. ]^d- 
slmost disappeared. Inflation had wiped out practically all say^^^^ 

As a result of these tragic conditions, a militant minority, expl(^^^ 
human want and misery, was able to create political chaos wh^Tj^; 
until now, has made economic recovery impossible. 

Oroece is today without funds to finance the importation of Uioae 
goods which are essential to bare subsistence. Under these circUEQ- 
staju:is tlif piioplc of Greece cannot make progress in solving their 
pnihiiMii.s of [cconstruction. Greece is in desperate need of financial 
itnd ccoiioinic, assistance to enable it to resume purchases of food, 
cinlliing, fufl, and seeds. These are indispensable for the subsistence 
of its people and are obtainable only from abroad. Greece must have 
lielp to import the goods nceessaiy to restore internal order and 
secni'ity so essential for economic and political recovery. 

Tlie Greek Government has aUo asked for the aHsistanee of expeii- 
cnci'd Amerieiin ailminiatrators, economl;its, and techiiiciana to insure 
tliat. Ihe financial and other aid given to Greece shall be used eti'ecLively 
in creating a stable and self-sustaining economy and in improving its 
public adnii[ustratioD. 

The very existence of the Greek State is today threatened by the 
terrorist activities of several thousand armed men, led by Com- 
munists, who defy the Government's authority at a number of points, 
particularly along the northern boundaries. A Conmiission ajj- 
pointed by the United Nations Security Council is at present investi- 
gating distnrl)e(l conditions in northern Greece, and alleged border 
violations along tlie frniiticr between Greece on the one hand and 
Albania, Bidgmia, and Yngosluvia on the other. 

Meanwhile, the Greek Government is unable to cope with the 
situation. The Greek Army is small and poorly equipped. It needs 
supplies and equipment if it is to restore the aiitliorily of the Govern- 
ment throughout Greek territory. 

(ij eece, must have assistance if it is to become a self -supporting and 
scIf-ri'S[)iTtLng deniocracv. 

Tlic Uiiitf^d States must supply that assistance. We have already 
extended to Greece certain types of relief and economic aid, but these 
are inadequate. 

There is no other countiy to whidi demoCTatic Greece can turn. 
No other nation is willing and able to provide the necessary support 

for a democratic Greek Government. 

The British Government, which has been he!i>inii Greece, can ^ive 
no further iinaocial or ecunoimc aid after March 31. Great Britain 
finds itself under the necessity of reducing or liquidating its commit- 
ments in several parts of the world, including Greece. 

We have considwed how &6 United Nations might assist in this 
crisis. But the situation is an urgent one requiring immediate 'action, 
and the United Nations and its related organizations are not in a 
position to extend help of the kind that is required. 

It is miportant to note that the Greek Government has asked for 
our aid in utilizing effectively the financial and other assistance we 
may give to Greece, and in improving its pubUc administration. It is 
of the utmost importance that we supervise the use of any funds made 
available to Greece, in such a manner that eadi dollnr^ent will count 
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toward making Greece self-supporting, and will help t-o build an econ- 
omy in which a healthy democracy can flourish. 

No govemment is perfect. One of the chief virtues of a democracy, 
however, is that its defects are always visible and under democratic 
processes can be pointed out and corrected. The goTemment of 
Greece is not perfect. Newtheless it. represents 85 percent of the 
members of the Greek PaHiament who were chosen in an election last 
year. Foreign observers, including 692 Americims, considered this 
election to be a fair expression of the views of Lhe Greek people. 

The Greek Government has been operating in an utnioisphere of 
chaos and extremism. It has made mistakes. The extension of aid 
by this country does not mean tiiat the United States condones 
everything that t^e Greek GoTeroment has done or will do. We. 
have condemned in the past, and we condemn now, extremist measures 
of the right or the left. We have in the pnat advised tolerance, and we 
advise tolerance now. 

Greece's neighbor, Turkey, also dt'servea our attention. 
The future of Turkey as an independent and economically sound 
state is clearly no less important to the freedom-loving peoples' of the 



finds itself today are considerably different from Uiose of Greece. 
Turkey has been spared tlio disasters that have besot Greece; and, 
during the war, tlie United States and Great Britain furnished Turkey 
with material aid. Nevertheless, Turkey now needs our support. 

Since tlie war Turkey has sought financial assistance from Great 
Britain and the United States fur the purposf of I'.fFccting that mod- 
ernization necessary for tlie maiiilciiauco of its national uitegrity. 

That integrity is essential to the preservation of order in the Middle 
East. 

The British GoTeinment has infbnned us diat, owiDg to its own 
difficulties, it can no longer extend finand^ or economic aid to 

Turkey. 

Ah in the case of Greece, if Tui^ey is to have the assistaQce it needs, 
tiiu United States must supply it. We are the only country able to 
provide that help. 

I am fully aware of the broad implications involyed if the United 
States extends assistance to Greece and Turkey, and I shall discuss 
these implications with you at this time. 

One of the primary objectives of the foreign policy of the United 
States is creiUiun of conditions in which we and other nations will 

alilu to work out a way of life free from coercion. This was a funda- 
mental issue in the war with Germany anti Japan. Our victory was 
won over countries which sought to impose their will, and their way 
of lifcj upon other nations. 

To insure the peaceful development of nations, free from coercion, 
the United States has taken a leading part in establishing the United 
Naliona. The United Nations is designed U> make possible lasting 
freedom and independence for all its memhcrs. We shall not realize 
om' objectives, however, unless we ai'e willing to help free peoples to 
maintain their free institutions and their national integrity against 
aggressive movements that seek to impose upon tliem totalitarian 
regimes. This is no more thm a frank recognition tliat totalitarian 
r^limes imposed on free peoples, direct or indirect agression, 
undermine tha foimdatioitf of international peace and hence the secu- 
rity of the United States. 




The circumstances in which Turkey 
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- The peoples of a number of liouatries of the world have recently had 
totiilitai'iaii reginu-a forced upon them against their will. The Gov- 
ernment of thf! United States had made frequent protests against coer- 
cion and intimidiitioti, in violation of the Yalta agreement, in Poland, 
Rumania, juid Biil^arin, I imai also state that in a number of other 
countries tlieie Imvu bt-mi siiiiiiiir developments. 

At the present moment in world history nearly every nation must 
choose between alternative ways of life. The choice is too often not 
a fi'eo one. 

One way of Ufe is based upon the will of the majority, and is dis- 
tinguished by fi-ee institutions, representative government, free 
cU'Ctioiia, gimnifities of in<Hvidual liberty, fi'cedoiii of speet^h "ami 
religion, and freedom from political oppression. 

Tlio second way of life is based upon the will of a minority forcibly 
iinpDsed upon thu.majonty. It relies upon tenor and oppression, a 
ci>iini)lled press and radio, lixed elections, and the suppression of 
|)rjsi>]ial freedoms. 

I believe that it must be the policy of the United States to support 
free peoples who are reSMting atteni;)ted sui)juf,'af.iun by anned minor- 
ities or by outside prcssuces. 

I !)c!ie've tliat we must assist free peoples to work out their own 
destinies in tlu'ir own way. 

I believe that our help should be primarily tlirough economic and 
financial aiti wiiieli is essential to economic stability and orderly 
political proeeb^Hes. 

The world is not static, and tlie status quo is not sacied. But we 
cannot allow cbangi« in tbe stains qno in violation of the Cliarter of 
the United Nations by sneb nietliuds as eoi'i'cion, or by such subter- 
fuj^es aspolilieal iiililtralion. In helping frec^ and independent nations 
to maintain their freedom, the United States will be giving effect to 
the prineiph's of the Charter of the United Nations. 

It is necessaiT oiUy to g^nco at a map to realize that the survival, 
and integrity of the Greek nation are of grave importance in a much 
wider situation. If Greece should fail under the control of an armed 
minority, the effect upon its neighbor, Turkey, would be immediatu 
and si-rions. Confusion and disoider might woU spread throughout 
tbe I'Jitire Mi<!dle East. 

Moreover, the disappearance of Greece as an independent state 
.would iiave a profoimd effect upon those countries in Europe whose 
j>eoples are struggling against great difficulties to maintain tlieir free- 
'doms and their independence while they repair the damages of war. 

It would be an unspeakable tragedy if these countries, which have 
struggled so long against overwhelming odds, should lose that victory 
for which they sacrificed so much. Collapse of free institutions and 
loss of indeii:'n(lence would be disastrous not only for them but for 
[he world. DiseouragemeiU and poaairfy faUm* woiUd quiddy, be 
the lot of neighboring peo^M Striving to Biiantwn theff Irettlcaa 
'^nd independence. 

Should we fail to aid Greece and Turkey in this fateful hour, the 
effect win be far reaching to the West as well as to the East. 

We must take immediate and r^Iute action. 

I, therefore, ask the Congress to provide autho.ity for assistance 
to Greece and Turkey in the wnount of $400,(ffl0,000 for the peiiod 
ending June 30, 1948. In requesting these funds, I have t^eh into

I re«ominentl that authoritj 
aUi) be provided for the instruction and training of selected Greek a'ld 
Turkish persomipl. 

Finully, I ask llint tlio Congress provide jiiitliority wliich wUl permit 
the speudiest ftiid most etiettivc use, in ternia of needed commodities, 
Hiippliefl, ntiil I'quipiiieot. of .siuh FiiihIs iiuiy he autliorizcd. 

If further fimili^, oi furilier aiiihurity, sliodd be needed for purposes 
indieuted in this iiK'^sii^e, I slinU imi liesitab.' to bring the situation 
befori! the Coiigress. On this subject the executive and U^lative 
bi-iiiielies of tho (Juveriiiupiit must work together. 

This is a serious course upuu which we embark. 

I would not recommend it except that the alUrnative is much more

The free peoples of the world loolc to us for support in maintaining 
their freedoms. 

If we falter in our leadership, we may endanger the peace of the 
world— and we shall surely endanger the welfare of our own Nation. 

Great responsibilities have been placed upon us by (he swift move- 
ment of evutte. 

I am confident that the Congress. will face t&ese re^imtiilitieB 
squarely.
